Wild, Mild West 


The Department of Natural Resources (DNR) story. 


The Maryland Department of Natural Resources 


mission statement declares that it “inspires people to 
enjoy and live in harmony with their environment, and 
to protect what makes Maryland unique... our diverse 
landscapes and our living and natural resources.” These 
are wonderful words, but it is people, not words, who 
patrol public lands, stock lakes and streams, put on 
educational programs for the public and manage delicate 
ecosystems. yi 


It is the dedicated and knowledgeable people of the 
Maryland DNR, both employees and volunteers, who 
make it possible for the thousands who live in and visit 
Garrett County each year to boat, bike, ski, swim, camp, 
hunt and fish with ease and safety. So, whether your 
tastes run'to the wild (turkey hunting with a bow or © 
musket) or the mild ( kicking back to watch the snow 


fall), Maryland’s Wild, Mild West is the place to be. 


2000 
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Mt. Nebo 


Just north of Oakland, at the southern end of 
Roman Nose Mountain is this 2,000 acre tract. 
Though it is mostly comprised of upland hardwoods, 
what makes Mt. Nebo WMA one of the most 
unique wetlands in Maryland is the presence of its 
red spruce bog. 

“Tt’s really unusual to find red-spruce bogs this far 
south,” says DNR Area Land Manager Rick Latshaw. 
“It’s the elevation here that allows it to occur.” 

More than 18,000 years in the making, these 
meadows, bogs and forests —along with two beaver 
ponds and a stream called Millers Run — are home 
to an incredible variety of rare and endangered 
plants as well as deer, fowl and small mammals. 
A casual stroll or lengthy hike through the alder 
thickets and sedge meadows might produce glimpses 
of newly re-introduced river otters playing and 
swimming along a bank or a red tail hawk swooping 
down into a meadow after its prey. Birdwatchers 
might catch the drumming sound of the male 
ruffed grouse or the gobble of the male turkey as 
they try to woo perspective mates, or perhaps the 
uniquely humorous call of the alder fly catcher as it 
seems to be announcing “free beer.” 

Mt. Nebo in the fall is also a haven for hunters, 
where small game like rabbits, squirrels and turkeys 
are plentiful and white-tailed deer season is extremely 
popular. There's even a Youth Hunter Day for hunters 
16 years of age and under sponsored by the DNR. 

“It's our way of giving them first crack at a deer 
before all the rest of the hunters show up,” adds 
Latshaw. 

Mt. Nebo is also known for its excellent ruffed 
grouse and woodcock hunting. Catkin from the 
alder plant and the tender buds of the big-toothed 
aspen are a natural food source for them and are 
part of the habitat most extensively managed by the 
DNR. Such management might include anything 
from clear-cutting an area and making brushpiles 
for escape cover for small game — also a good 
brood habitat for rabbits and wild turkeys — to the 
planting of fruit blocks for food and vegetation 
cover, all of which provide a good prey base for 


raptors, owls and hawks. 


A man-made pond, or impoundment, provides a 
reproductive and brood habitat for a variety of migrating 
water fowl, such as mallards, Canada geese, wood and 
black ducks and blue-wing and green-wing teal. 

“This is one habitat that we can pretty much 
control. By lowering the water level, we can drop the 
pool level down to about | acre (from its normal 5) 
allowing more vegetation to grow to make for a better 
brood habitat,” adds Latshaw. 

Such meticulous attention and constant monitoring 
is just part of the job for the WMA staff, whose funding 
comes almost entirely from the sale of hunting licenses. 
And with more public lands available for hunting 
than any other county in Maryland, that makes the 
approximately $21.00 investment quite a sweet deal for 
Garrett County hunters... almost as sweet as a tender 


bud off a big-toothed aspen.

Deep Creek 
a Lake State 
Park 


Remember, as a child, that first foray into 
the wilds of the world; that first adventure away 
from the limiting, four-walled confines of your 
home? Do you recall the excitement of meeting 
new friends at summer camp or perhaps that 
first all-day hike at a Cub Scout retreat? 
For the less-adventurous, that memory 
may be the construction of a make-shift 
shelter pitched in the back yard, where 
wonder and imagination could run 
untethered — that is, until mom realized 
it was her good linens that were being 
held up with broken branches and staked 
to the ground out there. 

Luckily, for those who survived her 
wrath, there is a 1,876-acre “back yard” at 
the base of Meadow Mountain, right in 
_ the heart of Garrett County. There, amid 
__ the dense oak and hemlock forest, lies 
Deep Creek Lake State Park, with 112 
_ campsites best suited to those with 
_ minimal camping experience — or those 
who just like their amenities nearby. 

“Yd say our park is more suited to 
camping with family and friends,” says 
DNR Ranger Carole Walker. “These 
campsites are anything but primitive.” 

Ranger Walker is one of four rangers 
and two supervisors whose job is to patrol 
the State Park, the “buffer strip’— public 
lands that run along the 65 miles of Deep 
Creek Lake’s shoreline, and the Yough- 
iogheny scenic and wild river corridor, — and 
to make each visitor's stay as safe, pleasant and 
interesting as possible. 

“During the summer camping season, we 
have a nightly campfire at the amphitheater, 
right in the center of the campground, where we 
might show a video, present a slide show on 
Garrett County wildlife or maybe a talk on the 
history of Garrett County. There’s marshmallows 
for the kids and it’s wheelchair accessible, so 
everyone can attend,” says Walker.

In addition to the organized events, 
the park also offers plenty of both summer 
and winter recreational options, including 
a day-use area that boasts two swimming 
beaches, three children’s playgrounds and 
_ four covered shelters which are equipped 
with grills and picnic tables and are ideal 
for family reunions or group picnics. 

If being out on the water is more to your 
liking, bring your boat along, too. There’s 
a 24-hour public boat dock that is open all 
year, weather allowing, and campers have 
access to a limited number of assigned slips 
at the park dock. 

Winter time may find the rangers 
inspecting any of the approximately 


10 miles of trails that snake their way — 
through the dense Appalachian hardwoods _ 
that cloak the park. These summer hiking 
trails are left ungroomed in the winter and — 
used primarily as snowmobile trails. 
Interpretive programs are mostly moved 
across the road to the newly-opened Discovery 
Center.

There’s an old Joan Rivers joke which, loosely

having to ring twice for room service. That being said, 
State Forest it’s probably safe to say that Ms. Rivers will never take 
the 20-minute drive from Oakland through Mountain 
Lake Park, then southeast out State Hwy. 560 to 
Potomac State Forest. If she did, shed find there, among 
the oak and maple trees, over 12,000 acres of rugged 
Appalachian Mountain terrain that is not recommended 
for the room-service crowd. 

“Well, the campers we see here are definitely a 
little more experienced.” says Potomac Forest Park 
Ranger Rick Wakefield. “We have just over 40 primitive 
campsites scattered throughout the forest. That means 
no water faucets, no bathhouses, and no RV hookups. 
Just a clearing to pitch a tent, a picnic table and a fire 

t.” Add to that about 25-30 miles of hiking/snow- 
mobile trails and you've stirred up the perfect cocktail 
for getting up close and personal with nature at its 
most basic level. 

“Historically, all our state forests began with 
preservation in mind — beginning with the Garrett 
brothers’ first land grant in 1906,” says Wakefield. But 
_ the desire for recreation soon made it apparent that some 

sort of balance had to be struck between the use and the 
preservation of the resources. One way of using the 


resources, and ultimately preserving them, is through 
the controlled and systematic cutting and sale of timber.

“Out here, we try to leave the resources as close as 

possible to the way God made them.” 
A prime example of leaving nature (mostly) alone 

is the Lost Land Trail, where campers, birdwatchers, 
day-hikers and hunters alike can enjoy the fruits of 
nature's labor from a thousand millennia. Hiking along 
the 3.5 mile trail from its start at the ranger station, 
just try not to be stirred by the multi-tiered beauty of 
Cascade Falls, whose towering guardians are the 
hundred-year-old hemlocks that sway stoically along its 
bank.

or bass. From lakes large and small 
to reservoirs and hundredsof-miles of rivers and streams, 
anglers have an almost endless array of opportunities to 
practice their sport — and at a cost that leave them with 
plenty of change to buy bait. 

“Non-residents in Maryland pay only $20.00 to fish 
for the entire year. That’s what some states charge to fish 
__ there for just a couple of weeks,” laughs Ken Pavol, the 
~ Western Region Manager for the Fishing Service. 

“And residents pay only $10.00. So, it’s quite reasonable.” 

Pavol and his staff work year-round checking 
population levels and water quality, among other things, 
to make sure there are plenty of catchable-size fish in all of 
Garrett County's waterways. Cruising 
Deep Creek Lake or the Youghio- 
gheny River Lake, you can cast your 
lures out to angle for yellow perch, 
trout, sunfish, northern pike and the 
excellent bass and walleye for which 
the area is best known. Smaller lakes 
such as Herrington Manor Lake, New 
Germany Lake, Broadford Lake and 
the Jennings Randolph Lake are also 
stocked annually and provide excellent 
sport. And the Savage River offers 
world-class angling opportunities.

MOLE for bette or even days,” adds Pavol. “The water _ 


temperature is between 32 and 39 degrees E so the fishes’ 
metabolism slows way down.” 

Pavol suggests using some kind of windbreak or pup 
tent, especially since, in an ironic twist, it seems that the 
fish — usually trout, perch and walleye — are more active 
on cold and overcast days. 

Even though the winter is long and the growing 
season short (causing the growth rate to be slow), Garrett 
County can still boast the state record catches of northern 
pike (24-Ibs./12-0z.) and yellow perch (2-lbs./6-o0z.), along 
with the trophy bluegill, a replica 
of which hangs in Johnny’s Bait 
House. 

It weighed 3 pounds and 
7 ounces, which is huge for a 
bluegill, and was caught by a little 
nine-year-old girl,” marvels Pavol. 
“And not to mention, Deep Creek 
Lake also has the state record for 
the biggest walleye (46 inches, 
14-lbs./4-0z.) as well.” 

Further evidence of the 
healthy state of Garrett County's 
fisheries is the record trout catches 
the county can claim, including a

Veal Cutlets Romanichel 
Escalopes de veau romanichel 


FOR FOUR PEOPLE 
4 French-cut veal cutlets 
1 egg, slightly beaten 
4 slices Prosciutto 
1/2 cup soft bread crumbs 
4 slices Gruyere cheese 
5 tablespoons butter 
flour 
salt and pepper 


Order 3-ounce cutlets, trimmed as squarely 
as possible. Cut thin slices of Prosciutto & 
Gruyere cheese to exactly the same dimen- 
sions, pressing them very firmly together. 
Dip each set first in flour, then in beaten egg 
and then in breadcrumbs. Use plenty of 
coating so that veal, ham, and cheese will 
stick together. Heat the butter in a skillet 
and saute the cutlets 8 to 10 minutes on 
each side. Season with salt and pepper. 


DEER PARK INN 
Warm Chocolate Banana Tart 


Ingredients for the Crust: 
6 oz butter 
6 oz sugar 
5 oz shortening 
2 eggs 
1 Ib Flour 
A pinch of salt, and a pinch of baking 
powder 


Put the flour, salt, sugar and baking powder 
in a bowl. All ingredients should be cold. 
Combine the dry ingredients, add the short- 
ening and the butter piece by piece, and 
mix until the mixture resembles coarse meal. 
Add eggs one at a time, and work very 
quickly. If the dough is crumbly, add a little 
bit of cold water. Form a ball, and wrap the 
dough in plastic and chill for one hour. Roll 
out and line a tart form. Arrange bananas 
on bottom of shell. Sprinkle bananas with 
finely chopped white chocolate. 


Ingredients for filling: 
Melt: 
10 oz bittersweet chocolate, chopped 
1 oz butter 
Mix : 
1 1/4 cup corn syrup 
18 oz sugar 
Add chocolate and butter mix. 


And last:

Pour over the bananas and white chocolate.

Canola or Olive Oil OR Clarified Butter, 
4 oz.

Frangelico Beurre Blanc (See Recipe) 


1. Check fillets for bones and remove if 
necessary. 
2. Combine milk and egg; blend with a fork. 


Season flour with small amount of salt and 


pepper. 

3. Dredge fillets in seasoned flour on both © 
sides. Place top side (the side INSIDE the 
fish) down into egg wash, then place in chop- 
ped pecans to coat evenly top side only. 

4. Heat canola or olive oil OR clarified 
butter in saute pan until oil is completely still 
(highest temperature). Place fish fillets 
“pecan side” down, and saute until browned. 
Turn fillets gently and saute on plain floured 


side until firm but not cooked all the way. 


5. Place in baking dish and finish in a 350° 
oven, approximately 10 minutes (time will 
depend on the thickness of the fillets). 

6. Transfer to a warm plate coated with a 
pool of Frangelico Beurre Blanc. Pour some 
sauce over the fish if you wish, but do not 
coat it completely because the pecan 
coating should be a little crunchy. 


Frangelico Beurre Blanc* 


Yield: Enough sauce for two portions 
Temp: High Flame 
Pan: Saute Pan Time: 5- 7 Minutes 


Frangelico Liqueur, 1/2 to 3/4 cup 
Heavy Cream (Whipping), 2 Tbsp. 
Shallot, peeled and minced, 1 
Whole Unsalted Butter, 4 oz. 


1. Combine Frangelico and minced shallot 
in sauté pan and reduce to sec, a thickened 
syrup about one fourth the original volume. 
Flaming helps speed the process, & beware 
the pan will probably flame anyway: be 
careful of your eyebrows and watch that the 
flames do not get sucked up the exhaust fan. 
2. Add heavy cream and reduce until the 
residue is thick and bubbly. You do not need 
to keep the pan moving when reducing the 
liqueur, but you must do so when reducing 
the cream. 

3. Remove from heat and add small chunks 
of COLD, SOLID butter, one at a time, whip- 
ping with a fine wire whisk until all butter is 
incorporated. You can tell when the base is 
getting to the saturation point when small 
unincorporated globules start appearing on 
the sides of the pan. 

4. Sauce should be served immediately, but 
it will keep a while in a hot water bath. 
*Note: Classic beurre blanc is made without 
the heavy cream, but it is extremely delicate. 
The heavy cream makes the sauce much 
more stable.

Bar-B-Qued Tuna Steaks 


2 C. fresh orange, juice 

1/2 C. Soy Sauce 

1 C. Red Wine Vinegar 

1/2 C. Olive Oil 

1 onion chopped 

4 cloves garlic, minced 

1 tsp. crushed red pepper flakes. 
1 Tbsp. ground cumin 

1 tsp. fresh ground black pepper 
1 1/2 Tbsp. mixed pickling spice 
1 small can tomato paste(6 oz.) 
1/2 C. sugar

Garrett County's topography is 
largely mountainous. The average 
elevation is 2,300 feet with the high- 
est point reaching 3,360 feet. Due 
to the wide-open spaces of this 
vast area, rides can vary in length 
and difficulty. Around Deep Creek 
Lake, riders can find gently rolling 
routes with a few short climbs and

rewarding views of the lake and 
mountains. For those looking for 
more of a challenge, the surrounding 
mountains offer opportunities for 
big assents and the payback of long 
downhill glides. Each season provides 
a dramatic change in scenery from 
farmers’ plowing and planting in 
the spring to fields of rolled hay 
and stacked dried corn shocks in 
shades of gold, orange and brown 
in the autumn. 


Destination riding can be extre- 
mely rewarding as well. Once you get 
here you can park your car and do 
all sightseeing by bike. Adventurous 
cyclists can discover the highest 
free falling waterfall in Maryland, 
explore a sub-arctic swamp, or view 
a virgin hemlock forest. 


The State Highway Administra- 
tion has provided 10-foot shoulders 
for safe riding on Routes 135, 495, 
and 219. Maryland Bicycle maps 
are available from the Visitors Center 
on Rt. 219 just north of Deep Creek 
Lake or by calling 301-387-4386 or 
visit www.garrettchamber.com . 
Bike rentals are available through 
local bike shops. 


BOATING—Deep Creek Lake 
Area—Nearly every type of boat from 
sailboat, personal watercraft (PWC) 
to speedster can be seen on Deep 
Creek Lake. Local marinas have 
boats available for rental. Prices vary 
according to the size of the boat. 
Sailing on the lake is exceptional 
with races held every weekend in 
the season. The Deep Creek Sailing 
School offers on-the-water sailing 
lessons. Call (301) 387-4497. 


The following are the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) regula- 
tions applicable to Deep Creek Lake: 


Statewide Boating Regulations for 
Non-Tidal Waters: 


1. Boating accidents must be 
reported. 


2. When water-skiing, two persons 
in the boat (an operator and 
an observer) must be at least 
12 years old. 


3. No water-skiing between 
sunset and sunrise. 


4 It is unlawful to operate a 
boat in a reckless or negligent 
manner, or while under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs. 


5. One Coast Guard approved 
Personal Flotation Device 
(PFD) must be carried for 
each person aboard, and 
additional safety equipment 
may be required. 


6.A valid registration must be on 
board and correctly displayed. 


7.Water-skiing is not permitted 
within 100 feet of docks, shore, 
boats, or other people. 


8. Navigation lights must be 
displayed between sunset and 
sunrise. 


9.A Boating Safety Certificate is 
required for those born on or 
after July 1, 1972. 


Specific Regulations for Deep Creek Lake: 


1. A vessel may not exceed 26 feet 
in length, except pontoon boats, 
which may not exceed 30 feet. 


2. Sirens are not permitted. 
3. Houseboats are not permitted. 


4. Engines may not exceed the 
manufacturers recommended 
capacity, or total displacement 
of 550 cubic inches, whichever 
is less. 


5. Parasailing is not permitted 
on the lake. 


6. Vessels shall be muffled so as 
not to exceed state noise 
level limits. 


7. No garbage, sewage or other 
waste materials may be 
discharged into the lake. 


8. Aircraft are prohibited on the 
lake and buffer strip. 


9. Personal Watercraft (PWC) 
(a motorized vessel which can 
only carry the number of 
persons as specified by the 
manufacturer) may not be 
operated on the lake between 
11 a.m. and 4 p.m. on: 
Saturday, Sunday and holiday 
of Memorial Day weekend and 
Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays from July 1 through 
Labor Day. In addition to all 
other boating regulations, PWC 
must abide by a set of their own 
regulations, a few of which are: 


* Persons must be at least 16 
years of age to operate a PWC. 


* All persons aboard a PWC 
must wear a Coast Guard 
approved personal floatation 
device (PFD). 


* A person may not operate a 
PWC in a negligent manner; 
i.e. jumping the wake of other 
vessels within 100 feet of 
vessel. 


* A person may not operate a 
PWC between the hours of 
sunset and sunrise. 


* A person may not operate a 
PWC at a speed in excess of 
6 knots within 100 feet of 
another vessel, shore, dock, 
piling, structure or abutment, 
or people in the water. 


Restricted Skiing Areas and Speed Zones: 


1.On Deep Creek Lake, a person 
may not operate a vessel towing 
a skier, an aquaplane, or similar 
device within 100 feet of any 
object in the water, i.e. other 
boats, shore, docks or persons 
in the water. 


2.Water-skiing is not permitted 
beyond the buoys in the upper 
end of North Glade Cove from 
12 noon until sunset each 
Saturday, Sunday, and holiday. 


3.A person may not operate a 
vessel at a speed in excess of 
3 knots within 100 feet of the 
shoreline anywhere on the lake, 
except that a person may tow 
a skier from a dock or shore 
and then immediately exit the 
restricted area. 


4.A person may not operate a 
vessel in excess of 3 knots 
between the hours of 11:00 a.m. 
and 4:00 p.m. on Saturday, 
Sunday, and holidays from the 
Memorial Day weekend to 
Labor Day in that area which 
lies between Beckman’s Cove 
and North Glade Cove. 


5.A person may not operate a 
vessel at a speed in excess of 
3 knots at any time in the 
following areas: Meadow 
Mountain Run, east of the

Trailer hookups may 
be available in privately-owned 
campgrounds and some State 
Parks. 


Primitive campers are invited to 
designated areas of Potomac State 
Forest, Garrett State Forest and 
Savage River State Forest. 


CANOEING—Spring and fall 
are the best seasons for canoeing 
opportunities in Garrett County. 
River levels are usually up from 
either snowmelt or rainfall offering 
increased water levels for river and 
flatwater paddling. The Youghio- 
gheny, Casselman, Potomac and 
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Canoeing on Deep Creek Lake. 


Savage Rivers offer a wide range of 
difficulty for the beginner to expert 
paddlers. In addition, scheduled 
dam releases from Deep Creek Lake 
provide up to Class V whitewater 
from April through October. Dam 
release schedules for the Yough can 
be obtained by calling 814-533-8911. 
It is recommended to always know 
the difficulty of any river section 


you plan to paddle before your trip.

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Miniature golf is one of the many family-type entertainments available. 


For flatwater paddlers there are 
many smaller lakes within a 25-mile 
radius of Deep Creek which do not 
allow powerboats. Each one has its 
own special character and is a 
peaceful experience at any time of 
the year. The Savage Reservoir, easily 
accessed at the Dry Run Road ‘put 
in’, has a wilderness feel due to its 
location within the Savage River 
State Forest. Views from the water 
are of steep mountains and wildlife 
experiences can be numerous. New 
Germany and Herrington Manor 
State Parks offer canoe rentals and 
other person-powered boats, which 
offer a great variety for families and 
teenagers. Both lakes have easy 
access for launching your own canoe. 
Broadford Lake, near the town of 
Oakland, has 140 acres of shallow 
water and a boat launch inside 
Broadford Park. 


Deep Creek Lake, Youghiogheny 
Dam and Jennings Randolph Lake 
permit powerboats and all types of 
water sports. In the summer months 
it is best to canoe in the early 
morning or evening hours and all 
offer a great paddling adventure in 
the spring and fall. 


CROSS-COUNTRY SKIING— 
With annual snowfalls up to 220 
inches, State Forests and Parks of 
Garrett County provide many miles 
of cross-country ski trails. Due to its 
location in the Appalachian Plateau 
Region with high elevation, tempera- 
tures in Garrett County can drop 
below freezing as early as October. 
Ski enthusiasts begin to watch for 
accumulation in November and 
have been known to still be skiing 
on Easter. Late December through 
February are usually are the best 
months for gliding on the snow, 
and the varied terrain offers a great 
ski experience for the beginner to 
the backcountry explorer. 


New Germany and Herrington 
Manor offer wide, well marked, 
groomed trails. Warming lodges at 
each park provide trail maps, snow 
conditions and weather information. 
These are also popular spots for 
lunch stops, warming up by the fire 
and meeting new people. 


More advanced skiers will find 
challenging trails in both parks. The 
natural terrain of the mountains 
provides hills for climbing, sliding, 
and turning. The backcountry 
experience abounds in the State 
Forests. Maps are available at 


State offices. For information on 
ski conditions please contact the 
appropriate park listed on pages 35 
& 36. Cross-country ski rentals are 
available from Deep Creek Outfitters 
301-387-6977. 


FAMILY ENTERTAINMENT 
CENTERS—For family entertain- 
ment at Deep Creek Lake, the Fun 
Zone Family Entertainment Center 
offers two new go-cart tracks, a 

bumper boat pool, miniature golf, 
Lazer Tag, an arcade with Pokemon 
and virtual racing, batting cages and 
a free playground ‘ship’, restaurant 
and Funland offers The Climbing 
Wall, Water Wars, video arcade, 
go-carts, carousel, bumper cars, 
miniature golf, pizza, ice-cream, subs 
and more.

FISHING—Fishing in Garrett 
County waters is one of the area’s 
most exciting and rewarding sports. 
Maryland's largest freshwater lake, 
Deep Creek Lake, is the center of 
fishing activity in the region. 


Maryland Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) offers ‘Free Fishing 
Days’ on June 5, 12 and July 4, 2000. 
(No fishing license is required to 
fish in Maryland on these days.) 


Excellent fishing for brown, 
rainbow and brook trout is available 
in Garrett County streams. Special 
regulation areas on the Savage and 
Casselman Rivers, numerous stocked 
streams and a multitude of native 
brook trout streams provide anglers 
with a variety of quality trout fishing 
possibilities. For a list of stocked 
streams and applicable regulations, 
consult the Maryland Sportfishing 
Guide, which is available from 
sellers of fishing licenses. 


The Garrett County Fishing Con- 
test sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce and Johnny's Bait House, 
is held annually May | through 
September 30. Awards are given 
for the season's largest catches, and 
weekly winners are also given an 
emblem and citation. Fish must be 
registered at Johnny's Bait House on 
Route 219 at Deep Creek Lake.

FLY-FISHING ACCESS—Garrett 
County, like the rest of the nation, 
is experiencing a tremendous resur- 
gence of interest in the sport of 
fly-fishing. Because of our miles of 
pure, cold mountain rivers, streams 
& lakes, Garrett County has become 
one of the premier destination 
fisheries in the United States. 


What makes us so attractive is 
not only the miles of fishing oppor- 
tunity, but also the extraordinary 
diversity of fishing opportunities 
located within such a small geo- 
graphical setting. Here are several 
suggested locations to try your skill. 
We have also listed several proven 
flies for each river. For more informa- 
tion and directions to all of Garrett 
County's fishing spots, call the DNR 
Regional Fisheries Office located 
on Kings Run Road - 301-334-8218. 


Access to the North Branch tail 
water is through the small town of 
Elk Garden, West Virginia located 
south of Kitzmiller, MD and down 
into the river valley town of Barnum. 
It is recommended that you consult 
a map before setting out since 
Maryland and West Virginia have a 
reciprocal agreement on the North 
Branch—a valid license from either 
state is recognized from both sides 
of the river. 


For the accomplished fly fisher- 
man, the Savage River's tail water's 
wild Brown and Brook trout offer 
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the ultimate fly fishing challenge. 
Special regulations on the river offer 
a year round fishing opportunity. 


The following represents some 
fly patterns which have a proven 
track record on the waters of Western 
Maryland. These recommendations 
are based on the combined experi- 
ence of such venerable local anglers 
as Sull McCartney, Ken Pavol, 
Gary Yoder and professional area 
fishing guides. 


Savage River trophy area: early 
season-April: blue quill (#16-18), 
Hendrickson’s (#12) blue wing olive 
(#18) Midges (#20) fished down 
stream area often taken on the turn. 


May/June: Caddis (#14-18), blue 
wing olive (#18-20) Late June- 
Sulphurs (#20), Midges. Summer: 
Caddis (#14-18), Midges, terrestrials 
(ants, hoppers, beetles). Nymphs: 
pheasant tails, bird’s nest, various 
beadheads, hare’s ear, small wooly 
buggers. 


Youghiogheny: No-Kill Area. 
Same as Savage River but add big 
green drake by late May into early 
June. Caddis most important in 
late spring and summer hatch with 
caddis emerges (LaFontaine) very 
effective. 


North Branch Potomac River: 
Blue wing olive beginning early and 
continuing into November. Caddis 
important throughout summer. 
Large stone fly nymphs (perlids size 
8 or 10) important in North Branch 
Delayed Harvest Area. 
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are available at both Garrett County 18-hole golf courses. 


Casselman River: Caddis most 
effective dry. Wooly buggers, yarn 
flies (egg patterns) and beadheads 
are effective. 


GOLF—Garrett County features 
two public 18-hole championship 
golf courses. The Oakland Golf Club, 
which is open from April to October, 
offers a pro shop as well as a Club 
House with dining room and lounge. 
This course is 10 miles from Deep 
Creek Lake, approximately | mile 
from Oakland on the Oakland-Sang 
Run Road. The annual Western 
Maryland Men’s Amateur Golf 
Championships are held here each 
year in eary August. 


The Golf Club at Wisp is located 
at the Wisp Resort in McHenry. The 
18-hole golf course is recognized 
as one of the best in Maryland and 
has been named in Golf Digest 
Magazine as one of America’s top 
500 places to play. The golf shop is 
located in the lower level of the 
McHenry House, and a variety of 
restaurants are available on premise. 
The Club also boasts a driving range 
complete with practice green and 
sand trap and is also lighted for 
night use. 


Both golf courses also feature 
rental equipment and lessons. See 
the display advertisements in this 
guidebook for further information. 


HIKING—Garrett County has a 
hiking trail for outdoor enthusiasts 
of every age and hiking ability. 
Whether you prefer a stroll along 
the waterfront to watch the sunset 
at Deep Creek Lake, enjoy a climb 
up the mountain for an aerial view at 
the Wisp Resort, or seek the solitude 
of a more challenging trail deep 
inside the State Forests and Parks. 


In addition every season has its 
own rewards. Spring brings high 
water in the streams and rivers 
making it the perfect time to visit 
Swallow Falls State Park. The high- 
est free falling waterfall in Maryland 
can be found there along with three 
others. Summer surrounds you with 
the greenery of ferns and leaves of 
the oaks and maples. Many of the 
mountain trails are covered with the 
blooms of millions of mountain 
laurel and rhododendron during 
June and July. In the fall trails are 
sprinkled with colors of orange, 
yellow and red. Any trail is a good 
choice for this ideal time of year. 


Backpacking is permitted in 
Savage River, Potomac and Garrett 
State Forests. Note that permit is 
required for overnight camping. 
Contact the State Forest offices for 
information. (see page 34 & 35) 


Maps are available at the local 
state parks and the Garrett County 
Visitors Center. Many hiking and 
other trail guides are also available 
from High Mountain Sports (See 
ad on page 131). 


HORSEBACK RIDING—One 
of the most relaxing ways to get 
away from it all and enjoy the area’s 
spectacular scenery is on horseback. 
Small Oaks Riding Stables near 
Oakland, Sunny Slopes Riding 
Stables near Deer Park, and Broken 
Bar Stables near Swanton, and 
Western Trails Riding Stables near 
Deep Creek Lake offer year-round 
guided trail rides by the hour or half- 
hour, with package rides available 
for both beginning and expert riders. 
Sleigh/Hay rides, overnight camping 
and group rides are also available 
at some stables.

HUNTING—Garrett County 
has been recognized as an excep- 
tional hunting destination for two 
centuries. Areas open to the public 
include Mt. Nebo Wildlife Manage- 
ment Area, Deep Creek Lake State 
Park, Garrett State Forest, Potomac 
State Forest and the Savage River 
State Forest. These combine to make 
a total of over 90,000 acres of public 
hunting land maintained by the 
State. Deer hunting, with harvests 
of over 2000 each year, has always 
been popular. Garrett County also 
offers a fall and spring turkey season 
as well as a fall small game season. 
Rabbits, grouse & squirrels abound 
in the area. Hunters must purchase 
a valid hunting license from a MD 
DNR licensing agent. Wings of 
Challenge Hunting Retreat near 
Accident offers pheasant and deer 
bow hunting, and local sporting 
goods stores provide licenses and 
supplies (see advertisements in 
this guidebook). It is the licensee's 
responsibility to follow State hunt- 
ing rules and regulations. People 
are encouraged to report a Natural 
Resource poaching violation to

Scuba 
Divers can explore a vehicle with 
wooden spoke wheels near Red 
Run Cove, foundations of farms, an 
Indian hunting camp that lies quietly 
near Glendale Bridge and much 
more. Imagine natural springs 
bubbling from the bottom as you 
move weightlessly through them.

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SNOWBOARDING—Snow- 
boarding rules at Wisp Resort! 
Snowboard technique resembles 
surfing more than skiing. Snow- 
boarders at Wisp use the same lifts 
and trails as the Alpine skiers and 
follow the same rules of the slopes. 
Additionally, Wisp offers a halfpipe 
and terrain park for snowboarders. 
The halfpipe is 400' long and 30’ 
wide with high-banked walls. Snow- 
boarders maneuver in the halfpipe 
much like a skateboarder. Compe- 
titions in both halfpipe and slalom 
are staged at Wisp throughout the 
season. Wisp also offers Snowboard 
rentals and lessons. 


SNOWMOBILING—This 
exciting sport offers thrills for both 
young and old. Snowmobiling is 
permitted in the State Forests on 
marked trails. Maps of existing 
snowmobile trails and general 
information are available from the 
State Forest offices or the Chamber 
office. Snowmobiling is permitted 
on private lands only with written 
permission from the landowner. 
You may not ride a snowmobile on 
or adjacent to public highways 
except to cross at a 90-degree angle. 
You may not cross a limited access 


highway. Snowmobile permits are 
required to utilize trails in any Mary- 
land State Park. Usage is permitted 
between December 15 and March 15. 
Permits are $15.00 for the 4-month 
period and are only available at 
some State Park Offices. Additional 
information regarding Snowmobiling 
laws may be obtained from the Mary- 
land State Police at (301) 387-1101. 


SWIMMING—Thick, forested 
mountains rising out of clear, shiny 
water—a long stroke and a bubbling 
kick—swimming in Garrett County 
is a remarkable experience. Although 
the 7 lakes offer a variety of water 
sports, swimming is the most com- 
mon. There are sandy, lifeguarded 
beaches at Deep Creek Lake, Her- 
rington Manor, and New Germany 
State Parks, Broadford Lake Park, 
Jennings Randolph and the Youghio- 
gheny Dam Lake. All have picnicking 
facilities and bathhouses, many 
offer boat rentals. Details are in 
the park descriptions on pages 35 
&36. If you perfer an indoor setting, 
there are also heated swimming 
pools in the area. Information is 
available at the Visitors Center or 
by telephoning 301-387-4386. 


TENNIS—tThe ever-popular 
sport of tennis offers fun and 
challenge, and there are several 
courts throughout the county open 
to the public.

THEATERS—Garrett 8 Cinemas 
is showing today’s movies with 
tomorrow's technology. Located 
across from Uno Restaurant, Garrett 
8 is one of a handful of theaters in 
the nation to have a massive screen 
in the lobby running continuous 
movie previews. The eight theaters 
vary in size and focus on the com- 
fort of the viewer with such details 
as love seats, wider spaces between 
rows and aids for the hearing chal- 
lenged. Four of the cinemas feature 
digital surround sound for a more 
intense viewing experience.

CAMPING IN MARYLAND 
STATE PARKS 


Individual parks vary in times of 
operation, service charges, etc. It 
is recommended that you call the 
specific State Park for further infor- 
mation. Please refer to the chart 
on the following page. Campers 
are not permitted to enter the 
camping area after 10 p.m. Several 
State Park campgrounds accept pets, 
call for information. Swallow Falls 
now has 5 “equipped sites” (tent, 
stove, lantern, propane provided). 


TRAILERS 


Camping trailers up to 29 feet 
in length are permitted. Electric 
hookups are available at various 
state parks. House trailers are not 
permitted. 


IMPROVED CAMPGROUNDS 


Each campsite allows sufficient 
room to park one car and a camping 
trailer, or to park one car and erect 
a tent up to 16’. (Sometimes off-site 
parking is necessary). A picnic 
table and grill are provided at each 


site, and drinking fountains and 
water spigots are located nearby. 
Camping areas contain centrally 
located washhouses, equipped 
with toilets, lavatories and showers 
with hot water available. Laundry 
tubs are available in some parks 
during the summer. Deep Creek 
and Swallow Falls State Parks will 
accept specific site reservations up 
to one year in advance. 


UNIMPROVED 
CAMPGROUNDS 


These sites also allow ample 
room for the parking of one car and 
a camping trailer, or the erection 
of a tent: however, in some areas 
off-site parking may be necessary. 
Tables and fireplaces are available 
and a source of water and a comfort 
station are within walking distance. 
Comfort stations are equipped 
with toilets only. 


CABINS 


Cabins may be reserved for one 
week intervals from Memorial Day 
through Labor Day and for two 
night minimum stays for all other 
months of the year.

_ that a state forestry department be 

established to manage the area. 
The donated area was originally 
named Swallow Falls State Forest.

Canoes, sailboards, 
rowers and electric trolling crafts 
are invited to navigate the 140 acres 
of beautiful flatwater. Pets welcome 
in a designated area. The lake is 
regularly stocked with trout, crappie, 
bass and catfish. Amenities include 
a boat launch and docks, picnic 
areas, sandy swimming beach and 
lakehouse.

ACE an releaton of 3,360 feet, “Hoye 
Crest” on Backbone Mountain is the 
highest point in the State of Mary- 
land. This high point was named 
for Capt. Charles Hoye, prominent 
historian and founder of the Garrett 
County Historical Society. 


Backbone Mountain is actually 
a long mountain in the Allegheny 
range which begins in the Savage 
River area and runs southwest into 
West Virginia. The highest point in 
Maryland is located in the southern 
part of Garrett County about 500 
feet from the Maryland-West 
Virginia boundary line. 


Deep Creek Be ATE Center — 
an environmental, educational center for children and adults 


Backbone Mountain is also the 
“Eastern Continental Divide.” The 
east side of the mountain drains into 
the Atlantic Ocean via the Potomac 
River. The west slope drains into 
the Gulf of Mexico via the Youghio- 
gheny river, which ultimately feeds 
water into the Mississippi River. 


Hoye Crest is so near the State 
Line that the best access to it is 
from the West Virginia side of the 
line through Monongahela National 
Forest. An excellent hiking trail 
about one mile long begins on the 
east side of U.S. 219 3/8 mile beyond 
Silver Lake, WV (5 miles south of 
Route 219 and Route 50 intersection 
at Red House, Maryland.)

The hiking trail has been cut 
out from an old lumber road by 
“High Pointers”, volunteers under 
the direction of Gene and Lillian 
Elliott of Silver Spring, MD. They 
put a mail box on the steel pole that 
supports the historical marker at 
Hoye Crest. Inside the box are small 
certificates to prove that the hiker 
undertook the climb up the moun- 
tain trail and successfully reached 
the highest point in Maryland.

A- -A delightful park outside 
Oakend in Mt. Lake Park off Pitts- 
burgh Avenue, this area boasts a 
138-acre lake with 700 feet of beach. 
There is a bathhouse, concession 
building, boat ramp for rowboats, 
and extensive picnic grounds. The 
emphasis is on swimming, picnicking 
and fishing. 


DOE 


Owned and operated by the town 
of Oakland, a nominal admission 
fee is charged and planned activities 
and events are held each weekend 
throughout the season. 


E ¢ —Traveling on Route 
219, you can see a panoramic view 
of one of the finest farming districts 
in the area. At a 2,800-foot elevation 
on the highway, the cove appears to 
be a huge amphitheater, surrounded 
on all sides by mountain ranges. 
Farms are laid out in soil-conserving 
contour strips. During the spring, 
summer and fall, an artist’s painting 


could not be more picturesque. If 
traveling south from Interstate 68 
on Route 219, the Cove scenic 
over-look is located on the right 
just a few miles north of Accident. 
The view is highly recommended. 


CRAFTS—Garrett County offers 
an abundance of original crafts and 
handcrafted items with many places 
serving as outlets to countless area 
craftsmen. All are open to the public 
and you are encouraged to visit and 
see examples of original handcrafted 
items. Demonstrations of various 
crafts are scheduled throughout 
the year at the Spruce Forest 
Artisan Village near Penn Alps 
in Grantsville, where examples 
of weaving, woodworking, 
wood carving, basketmaking, 
quilting, stained glass 
making, soap making, teddy 
bears, herbs, pottery, 
casting and forging, as well 
as many other crafts, are 
demonstrated. Two big craft 
shows are held during the 
annual Autumn Glory Festival 
in mid-October and numerous 
other events offer an array of 
handmade crafts on display and 
for sale. Local craft outlets are 
listed in the Directory of Services. 


THE CRANESVILLE SUB- 
ARCTIC SWAMP—One of nature's 
natural phenomena, the swamp 
covers over 850 acres of land which 
sprawls across the boundaries of 
Maryland and West Virginia. Formed 
during the Ice Age, this remnant 
of boreal forest produces growth 
normally found only in arctic regions 
and offers geologists, biologists 
and nature buffs the opportunity to 
observe many rare species of flora 
and fauna. The swamp is a true 
bog and during the wet seasons, 
traveling to the interior is nearly 
impossible. Visitors may view the 
perimeter of the swamp from public 
roads. A boardwalk has been con- 
structed for easy visitor access. To 
preserve the fragile ecology of the 
swamp, visitors are requested to 
remain on the boardwalk or desig- 
nated paths and removal of plants 
and animals is prohibited. 


To reach the swamp from 
Oakland, follow Liberty Street out 
of town past the Oakland Railroad 
Station; this becomes the Herrington 
Manor Road. Go approximately 6 


miles and turn left on the Cranes- 
ville Road; go 4 miles and just past 
Bell Ringer Originals In Wood, turn 
left on the Lake Ford Road at a sign 
marked “Cranesville Swamp Nature 
Preserve;” after traveling on this 
road approximately 2/10 mile, bear 
right at the fork onto another dirt 
road; in another 2/10 mile, turn right 
onto the dirt driveway and follow 
the driveway past the Preserve

entrance sign and turn right into the 
parking area. To reach the board- 
walk, walk past the entrance sign 
and follow the marked trail under 
the electric power lines. The swamp 
is now owned by The Nature 
Conservancy of Maryland and West 
Virginia, 2 Wisconsin Circle, Chevy 
Chase, MD 20815 or P.O. Box 3754 
Charleston, WV. 


DEEP CREEK LAKE— 
Vacationers will find Deep Creek 
Lake the center of Garrett County's 
recreational attractions—the most 
ideal spot for a summer or winter 
vacation. The largest freshwater 
lake in Maryland, it is 12 miles in 
length with a shoreline of 65 miles 
covering nearly 3,900 acres. 


A wide variety of activities 
abound, including boating, water- 
skiing, fishing, swimming, hiking, 
picnicking, sailing, downhill and 
cross-country skiing and snow- 
mobiling. 


Guests will find a number of 
campgrounds in the area. Motels, 
bed and breakfasts, cottages and 
condominiums also dot the shore- 
line, providing excellent accommo- 
dations. Many provide dock facilities, 
sandy beaches and swimming 
areas. Deep Creek Lake and the 
surrounding area also boast some 
of the finest dining establishments 
in the State.

along the shores of Deep Creek Lake 
at Deep Creek Lake State Park is

Through 
hands-on exhibits that show- 
case the natural resources 
of Western Maryland, 
families can learn about 
the flora and fauna, wildlife, 
cultural and historical 
heritage that have turned this 
former coal mining town into a 
popular modern day vacation 
destination.

JENNINGS RANDOLPH 
LAKE—Located southwest of 
Bloomington, Maryland, the dam is 
the third largest of its type east of 
the Mississippi River. Construction 
was completed in 1981. The lake is 
located in Garrett County, Maryland, 


and Mineral County, West Virginia, 
and the dam is built across the 
North Branch of the Potomac River 
eight miles upstream from Bloom- 
ington. Maryland and West Virginia 
have a joint law-enforcement com- 
pact between both state’s Natural 
Resources Agencies. 


The lake is designed to provide 
water quality and flood control, 
water supply and recreation. The full 
recreation lake has a surface area 
of 952 acres, a shoreline of 13.6 
miles, and extends upstream from — 
the dam for 5 1/2 miles. Several 
recreation areas have been devel- 
oped on the south side of the lake, 
including campsites, picnic tables 
and boat ramps. Access to the two 
Maryland overlooks is from Route 
135 along Chestnut Grove or Walnut 
Bottom Roads. The West Virginia 
overlook and observation tower, 
site of the “Waffle Rock,” a unique 
geological feature with a pattern 
created over 300 million years ago, 
is accessible from W.Va. Route 46. 
The boat ramp on the Maryland 
side is accessible from Mt. Zion 
Road off Route 135 and the launch 
fee is $2.00. For information on day > 
use fees, call the Reservoir Manager, 
P.O. Box 247, Elk Garden, WV 26717, 
(304) 355-2346. 


MAPLE SUGAR—Sugaring is 
older than the history of our nation. 
Indians tapped the trees long before. 
the white man arrived. The art of 
sugaring is still practiced in Garrett 
County, basically unchanged from > 
Indian days. Although one may see 
tractors instead of horses, the pro- 
duction techniques are much the 
same. In spite of the fact that a 
maple must be 40 years old before 
it can be tapped, many groves still 
exist in Garrett County. One of the 
most beautiful is Brenneman’s Grove, 
located near Bittinger. Sugaring — 
takes place in the late winter or © 
early spring and authentic Garrett 
County maple products are avail- 
able from several stores in the area. 


MUDDY CREEK FALLS— 
Muddy Creek Falls is in the Swallow 
Falls State Park within the Garrett 
State Forest. At 63 feet, it is the 
highest waterfall in the State of 
Maryland, and an area of scenic 
perfection. Framed by tall steep 
slopes covered with giant hemlock, 
it is an area of noble primitiveness. 


The land beside the falls is the 
site of the 1918 camp of pioneer 
motor tourists Henry Ford, Thomas 
Edison and Harvey Firestone. These 
three titans of American industry, 
who had the world to pick from, 
chose to come to this site when they 
wanted to enjoy themselves. The 
site of the camp has been marked. 
The trio returned in 1921. 


Situated in a cool, towering for- 
est, the area has complete facilities 
for camping and picnicking. This 
63-foot cataract is highly recom- 
mended to the nature lover and 
camera buff. 


MURLEY’S GLADE WALK— 
There are over 100 miles of hiking 
trails in Garrett County. A short one 
that combines history and primitive 
beauty is in Murley’s Glade of the 
Snaggy Mountain Recreation area 
near Herrington Manor State Park. 
The service road into the area 
passes through a marsh that has 
remained almost unchanged for 
hundreds of years. Wildlife abounds 
here; there are all kinds of animals 
and birds. 


On the Snaggy Mountain Road, 
two miles from where it intersects 
with Cranesville Road, there is a 
parking spot on the right near a sign 
for the Bicentennial Tree. A short 
distance over the hill behind the 
sign, the trail comes to an old road 
in a primitive woods; many of the 
oak trees here are over 200 years old. 


The old road follows the route 
of the ancient Indian War Path 
combined with McCullough’s Pack 
Horse Trail. During early Colonial 
days, this path was a route from 
Virginia to the Ohio River country. 
George Washington was among 
famous persons who traveled over 
this path. On the night of September 
25, 1784, he and his nephew, Bushrod, 
were traveling south through 
Murley’s Glade and got caught ina 
rainstorm. It became so wet they 
couldn't even light a campfire, and 
had to spend a cold, wet night in 
the woods. 


Naturally, Washington wrote a 

_ few terse words in his diary about 
Murley’s Glade, but the seasoned 

hiker will recognize this as a place 
of history and primitive beauty. 


OAKLAND OVERLOOK—A 
classic view of Garrett County's 
seat of government is available by 


walking the 2/10th of a mile path to 
the overlook just off Route 39, west 
of town. Visitors are urged to park 
at the Lighthouse Office building on 
Rt. 39 and carefully cross the road 
to get to the overlook. The view 
provides a great chance to see the 
historic courthouse, some of the 
community's grand old churches 
and a unique view of the 1884 train 
station. 


PENN ALPS—Penn Alps is an 
organization dedicated to serving 
residents of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains, with Garrett County lying in 
the heart of the area served. It oper- 
ates the largest handicraft marketing 
facility in this mountain region, in 
conjunction with a restaurant 
containing five dining rooms. The 
Alpine Room, which was added in 
1969, is graced by a huge fireplace 
of stone dressed in 1818, exposed 
beams and bay windows green with 
plant life. An upstairs dining- 
conference room was restored in 1988 
to its original 1818 log structure. 
It is also the home of the Spruce 
Forest's “Music at Penn Alps” Sum- 
mer Concert Series. 


Situated on U.S. 40, just east of 
Grantsville, Penn Alps is conveniently 
located for tourists and has ample 
parking facilities. Handicraft demon- 
strations are held at the adjacent 
Spruce Forest Artisan Village, which 
is open Monday through Saturday, 
10 a.m.-5 p.m. year round. 


SAILBOAT RACES—During 
the season, Memorial Day to Labor 
Day, races are held every Saturday 
and Sunday on the southern part of 
Deep Creek Lake, and may be viewed 
by spectators in boats in that area. 
Even if you are not a participant, 
the view of dozens of sailboats 
skimming the lake in competition, 
with multi-colored spinnakers flying 
is breathtaking. In addition to the 
weekly series, regattas are held for 
Flying Scot and Laser class sailboats 
at the local, district, and national 
levels. Garrett County is the home 
of Flying Scot, Inc., formerly the 
Gordon Douglass Boat Company, 
established by the late Gordon K. 
Douglass, one of America’s foremost 
sailboat designers, who designed 
the Thistle, the Highlander, and the 
locally-built Flying Scot sailboats.

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF 
GARRETT COUNTY—Garrett 
County was created in 1872, the 
last of all Maryland counties created. 
Moreover, unless the constitutional 
provision requiring an area of at 
least 400 square miles for each 
new county is amended, there will 
be no new counties formed in the 
future. “Laurel” was considered as 
a name for the county, but local 
sentiment was overwhelmingly in 
favor of Garrett, in honor of John 
W. Garrett, who was at that time 
president of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad. 


The method followed in the 
creation of Garrett County is unique 
in Maryland history. A permissive 
clause for the creation of a county 
in the area now included in the 
bounds of Garrett County was 
inserted in the Constitution of 
1851 (Art. 8, Sec. 2). Nothing was 
done about the matter, however, 
until 1872 after two subsequent 
constitutions, 1864 and 1867, had 
provided that any new county must 
have an area of at least 400 square 
miles and a population of at least 
10,000. Serious agitation for another 
Western Shore county began after 
the creation of Wicomico County 
on the Eastern Shore by the 
Constitutional Convention of 1867. 
By 1871, it was conceded that all 
constitutional requirements had 
been met, and the Assembly 
created Garrett County by Act of 
April 1, 1672 (Acts 16/2, Ch 212). 
The bounds were fixed by the act: 


“That all that part of Allegany 
County lying south and west of a 
line beginning at the summit of the 
Big Backbone, or Savage Mountain, 
where the mountain is crossed by 
Mason and Dixon’s line, and running 
thence by a straight line to the 
middle of Savage River, where it 
empties into the Potomac River. 
thence by a straight line to the 
nearest point or boundary of the 
State of West Virginia; then with the 
said boundary to the Fairfax Stone, 
shall be a new county, to be called 
the County of Garrett: provided the 
provisions of this Act as to taking 
the census of the people and the 
area of said new county, and the 


sense of the people therein, shall 
be complied with in accordance 
with the constitution of this state.” 


These boundaries consist of 
three straight lines on the west, 
north, and east and the Potomac 
River on the south. The southern 
boundary of the county lies on the 
right bank of the North Branch of 
the Potomac, whose waters are 
accordingly within the limits of 
Garrett County. The northern 
boundary, fixed by that part of the 
Mason and Dixon line which had no 
permanent markers, was not known 
exactly until the resurvey of that 
line undertaken by the states of 
Maryland and Pennsylvania some 
time later. The eastern boundary was 
long in dispute because of the diffi- 
culty of surveying the line required 
by the Act. The western line, which 
also marks the common boundary 
of Maryland and West Virginia, could 
not be drawn exactly until the 
boundary dispute between these 
two states was settled. When all 
its limits were fixed, Garrett County 
was found to have an area of 662 
square miles, making it the second 
largest county in the state. 


HISTORY—During the Colonial 
era of America, Garrett County was 
on the western edge of the “frontier”, 
and summer home for local Indian 
tribes. For some 3,000 years the 
Indians had followed buffalo trails 
over the mountains and through the 
glades between them to traditional 
camp sites. There they hunted and 
fished through the summer months, 
returning to permanent “towns” 
in the warmer area of Ohio and 
Potomac River tributaries. 


Archaeologists have determined 
that the Indians followed this 
pattern of living from the Archaic 
Period onward. They have also found 
that at certain camp sites, the 
Indians engaged in agricultural 
pursuits by planting fields in the 
bottom lands beside the streams. 
Two such sites can still be identified; 
one along the Casselman River 
north of Grantsville, and another 
beside the Youghiogheny River at 
Sang Run. 


Another camp site along the 
Youghiogheny River at Friendsville 
was in the path of the new Inter- 
state 68. During the early 1970's, 
an archaeological survey was made 
over several acres of land that 
would lie under the new highway. 
Removal of the topsoil revealed 
that a very large camp had existed 
on this land beside the river. 


Photographs taken during the 
survey work, along with artifacts 
discovered there, can be seen in 
the Museum of the Garrett County 
Historical Society in Oakland. 


Within 50 years of the establish- 
ment of the colonies on the seacoast 
of America, hunters and trappers 
began to push westward into the 
Allegheny Mountains; this included 
land that is now Garrett County. 
By the mid-1700’s, the lucrative fur 
trade developed by these woodsmen 
came to the attention of business- 
men in the Virginia Colony. They 
organized themselves into the Ohio 
Company, and the subsequent 
boundary dispute between Virginia 
and Pennsylvania lasted for years. 


Through the Ohio Company's 
charter, Virginia claimed land on the 
south, west, and north of western 
Maryland. This included land which 
now forms 5 counties in southwest- 
ern Pennsylvania. It explains why 
George Washington and other prom- 
inent Virginians passed through 
Garrett County to get to the Ohio 
River country; they claimed the 
land beyond Maryland as a part of 
Virginia. 

This dispute between Pennsyl- 
vania and Virginia did not end until 
after the Revolutionary War when a 
survey of the Mason-Dixon Line 
was completed in 1784. 


The development of several 
important roads served to open the 
county to settlers. In some instances 
the Indian trails were widened. 
One such trail, Nemacolin’s Path, 
passed through the northern part 
of this county. General Braddock’s 
army, in 1755, followed this route 
and cut the first wagon road from 
Fort Cumberland through the 
wilderness to the Great Meadows 
near Uniontown, Pennsylvania. 


Along this road occurred the open- 
ing battle of the French and Indian 
War when the young Colonel George 
Washington was defeated at Fort 
Necessity. This old road remained 
in use for a number of years. 


The Old State Road (the Win- 
chester-Morgantown-Clarksburg 
Road) built in 1789 through Garrett 
County was used by settlers going 
to the new lands opened up by the 
Louisiana Purchase. 


The first great highway linking 
the eastern and western sections 
of the United States was the 
Cumberland Road, which passed 
through the northern section of 
Garrett County near the old Brad- 
dock Road. This highway, built by 
the Federal Government between 
1811 and 1819, soon became known 
as the National Road and today is 
part of U.S. Route 40. The town of 
Grantsville, named for Daniel Grant 
of Baltimore, grew up along this 
highway. 
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The Northwestern Turnpike, 
another famous east-west route, 
crossed the southern part of the 
county. It was proposed by George 
Washington and surveyed by Crozet, 
once a soldier in Napoleon's army 
in Egypt who was then an engineer 
for Virginia. This famous pioneer 
route is now part of U.S. Route 50. 


Only a few settlers came into 
the area before the Revolution. 
John Friend, Sr. and his brothers 
established the first permanent 
settlement, “Friend’s Fortune,” at 
the mouth of the Youghiogheny 
River, now the town of Friendsville, 
in 1765. The noted hunter Meshach 
Browning describes the early days 
of pioneer life in his book, Forty- 
Four Years of the Life of a Hunter. 


The building of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad through the 
mountains in the 1850's had an 
even greater effect on the growth of 
the county than the coming of the 
highways. After the construction of 
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the railroad through the southern 
part of the county, new farmlands 
were cleared, timber and coal 
resources were developed, and 
towns were built along the route. 
Oakland was laid out in 1849 near 
the little settlement of McCarty’s 
Mill. Bloomington was laid out in 
the same year as a coal mining 
center, and Swanton grew up as a 
shipping point for lumber. 


During the Civil War, Garrett 
County as a section of a “border 
state” was subject to occasional 
raids by Confederate troops. One 
such raid on Oakland in April 1863, 
was made on a Sunday morning. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
was a vital supply link for the Union 
Army, and vulnerable to destruction 
by the Confederates. The purpose 
of the raid on Oakland was to destroy 
railroad bridges in the area and 
wreck railroad equipment. The 
Sunday morning raid came as a 


complete surprise to the Union 
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troops stationed in Oakland to guard 
the railroad property. As a result, 
the Union soldiers were taken 
prisoner and local bridges burned. 


One year later in May 1864, the 
Confederate troops of McNeil’s 
Rangers were not as successful. 
They tried to blow up the stone arch 
bridge over the Potomac River at 
Bloomington. However, because the 
bridge was so well built, their efforts 
met with failure. After burning a rail- 
road shop at near-by Piedmont, the 
Confederate Rangers retreated back 
to their camp near Moorefield, WV. 


After having been part of Allegany 
County for 83 years, Garrett County 
was formed in 1872. Oakland, the 
commercial center for the southern 
area, was chosen as the county seat.

The county was named for John W. 
Garrett of Baltimore who, as presi- 
dent of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, had done much to further 
the development of the area. During 
his presidency, the railroad built 
large summer resorts in Deer Park 
and Oakland. Deer Park became a 
resort for the wealthy before 1900. 
President and Mrs. Cleveland spent 
a week of their honeymoon there in 
1886. The town of Mt. Lake Park 
was organized in 1881 as a summer 
religious and cultural center. After 
1900, Garrett County's popularity 
as a summer resort declined, but 
the coming of Deep Creek Lake and 
the State Parks reversed the trend. 


Coal and lumber have always 
been important industries in the 
County with the communities of Kitz- 
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miller, Shallmar, Vindex, Kempton, 
and Jennings developing as mining 
centers, and Friendsville and Crellin 
as lumber and coal areas. Grants- 
ville and Accident have remained 
primarily agricultural centers. 


The Garrett County Historical 
Society was organized in 1941 under 
the leadership of the late historian 
Captain Charles E. Hoye, who edited 
its quarterly publication, the 
Glades Star. The magazine circulates 
throughout the United States to 
more than 500 members and has 
been continuously published for 
more than 50 years. The Society 
maintains its own building on 
Second Street in Oakland, the 
Garrett County Historical Museum, 
Mrs. Beth Friend, curator. 


VATINIGTYV FAITITARIC 
JUNTY INDIANS— 


As near as can be determined, there 
were not any permanent Indian 
villages in Garrett County. However, 
it was criss-crossed by many paths 
and was a favorite summer camping 
ground for three identifiable tribes 
of Indians. These were the Delaware 
and Shawnee tribes and a local 
group known as Mingos. 


The earliest Indians to be in this 
whole area were the Mound Builders, 
and although none of their culture 
remains, evidence of their presence 
can be found in nearby West Virginia 
counties. A pictograph known as 
the Feather Rock Petroglyph exists 
just west of the State line in 
Preston County, WV. 


A number of Indian camp sites 
have been identified in the County 
from the concentration of artifacts 
found along rivers and streams at 
various locations. An archaeological 
dig at Friendsville revealed that 
there was a large camp there, and 
some artifacts from this dig are 
displayed in the Friend Family 
Association museum in the town. 


Another archaeological dig at a 
Garrett County shelter cave known 
as “Indian Rocks” unearthed Archaic 
period arrow heads dating back 
several thousand years. 


Many Indian trails criss-crossed 
Garrett County. One in the northern 
part of the county was called Nema- 
colin’s Path. In 1749, it was widened 
into a pack horse trail by the 
Colonial, Ohio Company of Virginia. 
Nemacolin, an Indian chief who 
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ER LE cadena i is 
located on ae Route 219 about 5 
miles north of Deep Creek Lake in a 
scenic farming valley dating back to 
1800. The oldest known structure— 
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the Drane House—has been restored. 


Sites of the two earliest frame 
structures used by Lutheran 
congregations for church services 
have been marked by stone markers 
in Zion Cemetery and St. Paul's New 
Cemetery. The 76-year-old yellow 
brick schoolhouse is now a 
handsomely remodeled complex, 
comprising the Flowery Vale Senior 


Center and Valley View Apartments. 


A lovely park and picnic pavilion, 
plus Town View Village, another 
apartment complex for the elderly, 
occupy the site of the famous 
Speicher Horse Barn which housed 
imported Belgian and Percheron 
horses. The historic Kaese’s Mill still 
stands along the Bear Creek-Fish 
Hatchery Road, appearing much as 
it did when constructed in 1868. 


Accident has traditionally 
observed the Fourth of July with 
picnics going back before 1900. It is 
the main event that serves as 
Accident’s Homecoming Day, 
drawing large crowds of relatives 
and former residents. Grocery stores, 
library, post office, doctor and 
dentist, churches, garage and auto- 
mobile dealership, service stations, 
schools, public water and sewerage 
systems, well-kept private homes, 
and excellent roads provide the 
elements that make Accident a most 
desirable rural village. 


AAKLAND- iene a the bee 
stations in the country, this Queen 
Anne-style station was built in 
1884 after the BGO had developed 
a resort clientele for Oakland and 
Garrett County. The ground the 
station stands on was used by the 
B&O Railroad as early as 1851. 


The Oakland station is now in the 
National Registry. It is distinguished 
by its incised brick, picturesque

massing and the mixing of building 
materials characteristic of this 
disappearing building style. It was 
built by the Baltimore firm of 
Baldwin and Pennington, which 
constructed a similar station in 
Laurel, Maryland in 1884. 


It is located in Oakland, near 
the intersection of Second and 
Liberty Streets. 


DDC .D-Built by 
British Cons Edward Braddock’s 
army in 1755, under the direction of 
aide-de-camp George Washington, 
the road really is an improvement 
of the old Indian route, Nemacolin’s 
Trail. The General died along this 
route while retreating from near 
Fort Duquesne (Pittsburgh) to Fort 
Cumberland, after a crushing defeat 
by a small force of French and 
Indians. 


Braddock’s Road became a major 
route west until it was abandoned 
in the 19th century with the con- 
struction of the National Road 
(Route 40). 
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The Road is most readily identi- 
fied at Little Meadows, one of 
Braddock's most important encamp- 
ments and a site often used by 
George Washington. It is about four 
miles east of Grantsville on the 
north side of U.S. Route 40. 


CASSELMAN HOTEL—tThe 
Casselman Hotel commemorates 
the great days of the National Pike. 
Located on Main Street (old Route 
40) in Grantsville, the hotel, still in 
operation, was first opened as a 
drover's inn in 1824 (See display 
advertisement in this guide). Many 
of the early features of the building 
have been preserved; to the modern 
traveler, the hotel offers all of the 
modern conveniences. The hotel 
has been in operation for 175 years 
and is one of the outstanding 
landmarks within Garrett County's 
boundaries. 


During the hey-days of stage 
coach travel on the old National 
Road, there was never any doubt 
about how far Casselman Inn was 
from the major cities of Cumberland 
and Wheeling. Situated on the 
edge of the highway, and directly in 
front of the Inn, was a cast iron 
mileage marker with the miles noted 
at 25 Cumberland on the west face 
and 106 Wheeling on the east face. 


Like the sturdy red brick building 
which is now called Casselman 
Motor Inn, the cast iron mileage 
marker is still there today. Close 
examination reveals that the east 
and west faces of the marker have 
two more towns listed in addition 
- to Cumberland and Wheeling. 
Frostburg is on the west face and 
Petersburg on the east face. 
(Petersburg is the old name for the 
present-day Addison, PA.) 


During the Civil War, some of 
the inns on the National Road 
served as hospitals for soldiers 
convalescing from battle wounds. 
Thus, from time to time, the 
Casselman Inn became a make-shift 
hospital; generally for men wounded 
in the battles around Winchester, VA. 


With a little imagination, a 
modern traveler can imagine 
recovering soldiers helping each 
other to chairs and sitting in the 
sunshine on the spacious front 
lawn of the Casselman Inn. 
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Garrett County Historical Museum, Oakland, Maryland 


CASSELMAN RIVER BRIDGE— 
At the time of its construction, this 
was the largest single-span stone 
arch bridge in the United States 
(80 feet). Built in 1813 of beautiful 
native Western Maryland stone, it 
served traffic on the nation’s first 
Federal highway. 


Once a part of the National Pike 
running between Cumberland, MD, 
and Wheeling, WV, it provided an 
improved method of transportation 
for drovers, freighters, wagoners, 
horsemen, stagecoach passengers 
and pedestrians when the western 
frontier was the Alleghenies. 


While watching its construction, 
people speculated that the bridge 
would collapse when the supporting 
timbers were removed. To avoid 
having the general public as an 
audience should the bridge collapse 
at the celebration planned for the 
removal of the supports, the con- 
tractor loosened them the night 
before the ceremony. The next day, 
he stood under the bridge during the 
ceremony to prove its worthiness. 
The graceful stone arch has stood 
for the past 186 years as one of 
Garrett County's most photogenic 
as well as historic sites. 


The bridge was closed to traffic 
in 1953 and restored with funds 
made available by the State of Mary- 
land. In 1964, the Department of 
Interior designated the bridge a 
Registered Historical Landmark. 


A beautiful setting for a summer 
cookout or outdoor get-together, 
there is a picnic area with fireplaces 
and other facilities alongside the 
bridge. The bridge is located on 
Route 40 east of Grantsville near 
Spruce Forest Artisan Village and 
Penn Alps Restaurant & Crafts Shop. 


CHURCH OF THE PRESIDENTS 
IN OAKLAND—AIlI three of the 
Presidents—Grant, Harrison and 
Cleveland—who preferred Garrett 
County to any other place for their 
vacations, attended services in this 
stone building at the corner of 
Second and Liberty Streets in 
Oakland. 


This church dates to 1868 when 
John W. Garrett had it built as a 
memorial to his brother Henry S. 
Garrett. The brother had originally 
planned the church, but died before 
his intentions could be carried out. 


A very hard sandstone was 
quarried by B&O Railroad at Rowles- 
burg, W.Va., as a source of building 
stones for bridges and tunnel liners. 
Mr. Garrett chose this same sand- 
stone for the church building in — 
Oakland and it was shipped to the 
town by rail. 


For a number of years, the Garrett 
Memorial Church functioned as a 
community church. In 1903, it 
became a worship center for the 
local Presbyterian congregation, 
who took on the responsibility for 


maintaining the building. Although 
a strong congregation at the begin- 
ning of its tenure in the Memorial 
Church, the membership dwindled 
to only a handful of people and it 
ceased to function as a congregation 
in 1935. 


Three years later, it became the 
center of worship for the congrega- 
tion of St. Matthew's Episcopal 
Church, who now has possession of 
the building. This group completely 
renovated the 100 year old building 
in 1968. 


Presidents Grant, Cleveland and 
Harrison attended worship services 
in this building. President Arthur 
attended services there prior to his 
election as President. 


With a history of famous people 
attending services, Garrett Memorial 
Church is now called “Church of 
the Presidents.” 


DRANE HOUSE—Built in the 
late 1700's just east of Accident, the 
Drane House is one of the very few 
original frontier plantation homes 
remaining on Maryland's Tableland. 
It is the key to Accident’s past and 
the living history of tobacco growing 
days in the uplands. 


Although the log cabin is now 
known as the Drane House, it was 
actually built about 1797 by James 
Drane’s brother-in law, William 
Lamar. He relinquished title to 
Drane for the surrounding land and 
cabin in 1803. Both men attempted 
to inaugurate tobacco farming on 
this part of the Maryland frontier. 
After several unsuccessful seasons, 
Drane abandoned the idea of grow- 
ing tobacco and settled for the type 
of farm crops which best suited the 
Garrett County weather. 


When the last tenant vacated 
the property in 1952, the Drane 
House had set a record for “the 
longest continuous occupancy of 
any house in the County.” 


Viewed as an historic landmark, 
a group of people in Accident 
banded together for the purpose of 
saving the deteriorating, two story 
log building. Grants were obtained 
from the State of Maryland and the 
physical restoration work began in 
October, 1991. However, before 
this work could start, a required 
archaeological site survey had to 
be conducted around the building. 


Most of the artifacts recovered by 
the archaeological team were those 
expected, a series of household 
items associated with 150 years of 
occupancy. Yet, one item was found 
which definitely tied the Drane 
House to the “frontier of the late 
1700's.” This was an 1780 era 
Spanish coin bearing the inscription 
“Curolus III.” The coin recalled a 
common practice along the American 
Frontier of the late 1700's and early 
1800's; that of using British or 
Spanish coins as a medium of 
exchange in place of the inflated 
paper money issued by the new 
United States government. 


Since the cabin was almost 200 
years old, some of its logs had to 
be replaced as a part of the restor- 
ation work. The building was 
dismantled and new logs put in here 
and there to replace the old ones. 
A unique part of this log replace- 
ment work was the use of old style 
tools such as the adze and double 
bladed axe to shape the new logs 
to the correct dimensions. The 
restoration work was completed in 
1994 and over 100 Drane descen- 
dents and friends attended the 
ribbon cutting ceremony held in 
September of that year. 


The Drane House is located at 
the end of Cemetery Road which 
runs past the Zion Lutheran Church 
on the eastern edge of Accident. 
The house has now been restored 
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and is open for tours upon request 
by calling the Accident Town Hall, 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays 
at (301) 746-6346. Admission is free 
and visitors are invited to visit this 
important part of Garrett County’s 
past. 


FRIEND FAMILY ASSOCI- 
ATION’S NATIONAL HERITAGE 
MUSEUM AND LIBRARY— 
The museum depicts the history 
of Friendsville, first settled by John 
Friend in the early 1760's. The 
museum and library contain artifacts 
of early Indian dwellers, 700 general 
genealogical books and files on 
most local families in addition to 
the Friend family. The museum is 
located on Maple Street in Friends- 
ville and is open on Wednesday, 
Friday and Saturday, 12-3 p.m. or 
by appointment, May-November. 
Visitors desiring additional infor-

FRIENDSVILLE—The site of 
the first settlement (Selbysport is 
the oldest town) in Garrett County, 
Friendsville was named for John 
Friend, Sr., who came to the area in 
1765 and bought the land from the 
Indians. When the C&O Railroad 
was built in 1890, the town became 
an important shipping point for 
lumber products. 
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Renovated 1890's General Store on Sang Run Road.

lived near the present city of Browns- 


ville, PA., supervised the work and 
his name was given to the trail. 


Another Indian trail was the © 
Glades Path, which came from the — 
Potomac River area, over Backbone 
Mountain and ended at Oakland 
where it met two other trails. One of 
these trails was a north-south one: 


the present U.S. 219 follows the gen- — ; 


eral route of this trail. The second 
one was called the Great Indian War 
Path. It ran roughly east and west 
through the County. In the mid-1700's 
an Indian trader named McCullough 
widened this path into a pack horse 
trail connecting Virginia settlements 
with the Ohio River at Wheeling. 


The question often arises, — 
“What happened to the Indians of 
Garrett County?” So 


It is known that the Shawnee 
Indians began moving into the Ohio 


territory about 1730; probably mem- — 


bers of the other tribes did the same. 
However, there were some Indians 
who stayed here, made Garrett 
County their home, and eventually 


married into the early settlers’ 


families. 


GEOGRAPHY—Garrett County 
is located in the extreme western 
section of Maryland. It is bordered 


on the north by Pennsylvaniaandon 


the west and south by West Virginia. 
Roughly triangular in shape and 
containing 662 square miles, it is the 


second largest county of Maryland — 


in land area. The Potomac River 
forms the southern boundary and 
meanders irregularly north-eastward 
to the Allegany County line. The 
1990 population is approximately 
40 persons per square mile. It is 
among the more sparsely populated 
counties in the state of Maryland. 


The topography of Garrett County 
is largely mountains. All of the 
county lies within the Appalachian 
Plateau. The average elevation of 
the county is 2,300 feet above sea 
level. There are five main mountain 


ridges: Backbone Mountain, Savage 
Mountain, Meadow Mountain, Negro 


Mountain and Winding Ridge. The 
highest point in the county is —

crest of Backbone and Meadow 
Mountains; the water flowing down 
the east slope goes into the Chesa- 
peake Bay via the Potomac River. 
The water on the west slope flows 
into the Gulf of Mexico, via the 
Youghiogheny, Monongahela, Ohio, 
and Mississippi Rivers. The main 
tributary of the Potomac is the 
Savage River on which a large flood 
control dam was built. The Cassel- 
man River is the main tributary of 
the Youghiogheny. 


ECONOMY—Garrett County's 
economy is influenced by numerous 
sectors. There have been recent 
growths in manufacturing. Several 
new companies have started opera- 
tions recently and others have 
significantly expanded their opera- 
tions. In all, there are 60 some 
manufacturers located throughout 
the county. 


The dramatic growth in tourism- 
related business has positioned 
this sector as an extremely integral 
part of Garrett County's economy. 
The continued future growth of 
recreation-tourism related businesses 
may well be the driving force behind 
Garrett's economic well-being. 


Other sectors that have an 
important role in Garrett County's 
economy are natural resource based 
industries (mining, timber, farming, 
water-resource based, etc.). The 
County has the State’s only deep- 
mining facility in Maryland, the 
Mettiki deep-mine, which employs 
approximately 300 persons. Numer- 
ous sawmills process the abundant 
supplies of hardwoods found locally. 
Several other companies bottle the 
mountain spring waters that 
originate here.

There are eight Oe oied oe 
in Garrett County: Accident, Deer 
Park, Friendsville, Grantsville, Kitz- 
miller, Loch Lynn Heights, Mountain 
Lake Park and Oakland.

Each town has 
a mayor and council chosen in non- 
partisan elections.

Friendsville, located near Exit 4 
off Interstate 68, along the Yough- 
iogheny River, is now most noted 
for its very popular annual fiddle and 
banjo competition and Friendsville 
Day's summer celebration (see 
Calendar of Events). It is also the 
home of the Friend Family Associa- 
tion’s National Heritage Museum 
and Library. 


GARRETT COUNTY 
HISTORICAL MUSEUM— 
Located on Second Street in 
downtown Oakland, the museum 
can be identified by a large sign 
over the doorway saying, “Garrett 
County Historical Society and 
Museum.” The building serves as 
the headquarters for the Garrett 
County Historical Society as well 
as a 10 room museum displaying 
artifacts from Garrett County. 


Formed in 1941, the Society 
accepted the challenge of recording 
the history of Garrett County and the 
immediate surrounding area which 
had an influence of the County’s 
history. The Society publishes 
collected historical information in 
its quarterly publication, The Glades 
Star. (The magazine's name recalls 
a Garrett County newspaper by the 
same name which was published at 
the time of the County's formation 
in 1872.) 


After the Society's formation 

in 1941, it soon became apparent 
that recording County history also 
included the preservation of arti- 
facts. In November 1969, the Society 
opened its first museum, and it 
served as a center for visitors to the 
building as well as people interested 


in the genealogical library. After

25 years, the building became so 
crowded that it was necessary to 
have a larger one, and the Second 
Street property was purchased. 


Many artifacts which are impor- 
tant to the historical and cultural 
development of Garrett County are 
preserved in the museum’s collec- 
tion. They are tastefully displayed 
in 10 different rooms. 


One particular display, the 
Indian artifact collection has arrow 
heads which date back to the Archaic 
Period of Indian Culture. They are 
from a shelter cave in the northern 
part of the County where a small 
group camped each year during the 
summer, 


Contained in the military 
collection are uniforms, guns, and 
all types of memorabilia from Civil 
to Gulf War times. Adisplay inthis — 
collection centers on items from 
the U.S.S. Garrett County, an LST 
which served in the U.S. Navy from 
WWII to the end of the Vietnam War. 


Admission to the museum is free, 
although donations are gratefully 
accepted. Please call the Museum 
for hours of operation. Group tours 
can be arranged by telephoning 
(301) 334-3226 or writing to the 
Society at 107 S. Second Street, 
Oakland, MD 21550. 


GRANTSVILLE—Grantsville 
is located two miles south of the 
Mason-Dixon Line on Route 40 off 
Exit 19 of Interstate 68. A pleasant 
community, Grantsville is the heart 
of some of the most productive 
farmland in the region (See display 
advertisement in this guide). 


As the oldest and most historic 
section of Garrett County, Grants- 
ville is the site of many historic 
landmarks. For example, the visitor 
will find the Casselman Hotel, built 
in 1824. It was first used by drovers 
and farmers traveling westward over 
the National Pike.

Looking back into history for 
over 250 years, there is an answer 
to “why” this particular spot in the 
“Glades Country” should become a 
settlement and eventually the town 
of Oakland. The answer is that it was 
located at the junction of 3 major 
Indian trails which criss-crossed 
the area. First the Indians traversed 
these trails; later white men followed 
them through the area which is 
now Oakland. 


Passing through the area from 
the southeast was the famous War 
Path which later was cut out to 
become the McCullough Pack Horse 
Path. It ran from the South Branch 
of the Potomac River to the Ohio 
River at Wheeling. Evidence of the 
trail’s popularity is the fact that 
George Washington chose it on his 
last trip to this region in 1748.

Historical Sites 
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also came through the Oakland area. — 
Crossing the Glades at its narrowest 
point this path intersected the ; 
Glades Path and McCullough’s Path © 
on the western edge of what is now 
Oakland. This north-south trail is 
paralleled by U.S. 219 as it comes 
through Garrett County. — 


A third Indian trail, running east 
and west through the County, was 
known as the Glades Path. Its 
western terminus was the point 
where it intersected the other two 
on the western edge of the area 
which is now Oakland. This trail 
was a popular route followed by 
travelers since it gave easy access 
to the Savage River area and the 
Potomac River valley. 


Eventually, the narrow spot 
in the “Glades Country” became so 
well known that the settlement 
which grew up at the intersection 
of the three trails was first called 
“Glades.” Later, in 1849, when the 
town began to develop, the name 
was changed to “Oakland.” 


Current existing sites of interest 
in Oakland include the Garrett 
County Courthouse, built in 1908; the 
Garrett County Historical Museum 
on Second Street; the B&O Railroad 
Station, “The Church of the Presi- 
dents” (St. Matthew's Episcopal 
Church) on Liberty Street; and the 
Ruth Enlow Library. See other 
entries in this book for additional 
information on other attractions.

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“OUR FATHERS HOUSE” 
LOG CHURCH—Now a mission 
of the Episcopal Church, this is 
among the last log churches in the 
Eastern United States remaining in 
use today. Reportedly built at a 
cost of $50, it is situated in a shady 
grove on Route 135 on Backbone 
Mountain near Altamont. 


Services are held from mid-June 
to Labor Day. Services the rest 
of the year are held at St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, Deer Park. 


PENN ALPS—tThis 1818 log 
building was built as a stagecoach 
stop on the National Road (Route 
40), east of Grantsville and originally 
called the “Little Crossings Inn.” 
It now serves as a restaurant and 
craft shop and is the largest handi- 
craft marketing facility in the area 
(see display advertisement in this 
guide). Penn Alps is adjacent to 
the Spruce Forest Artisan Village 
of log cabins, a plank shed and 
numerous other rustic buildings, 
including Revolutionary War era 
and 1820 log houses, and the 1835 
Miller House, built by an Amish 
patriarch of the Casselman Valley. 
The Spruce Forest Artisan Village 
Summerfest and Quilt Show is held 
here annually in July, and the craft 
village is open year round. 


THE SANG RUN AREA— 
Out of its magnificent resources the 
county has produced a book which, 
for a hundred years, has rated as a 
great hunter's classic. This autobi- 
ography is Forty-Four Years of the Life of 
a Hunter, written by Meshach Brown- 
ing, Maryland’s most noted hunter. 
His famous rifle is now on display 
in the Smithsonian Institution. 


Meshach Browning settled in 
this area, known at one time as the 
“Sanging Ground.” His hunts in 
this region northwest of Deep Creek 
Lake made him a legend. 


In its very name, “Sang Run” 
contains a reminder of a plant that 
has long association with American 
mountain life—that is, ginseng, 
shortened by the mountaineers to

SAVAGE RIVER & RESERVOIR — 
-~SAVAGE RIVER COMPLEX— 
The Savage River Complex offers 
53,000 acres of forestland, streams 
and wildlife habitat and includes 
New Germany and Big Run State 
Parks. Within the forest is the 360- 
acre Savage River Reservoir. For 
the whitewater paddler, the Savage, _ 
a most aptly named river, is narrow, 
mean and harrowing and almost 
completely whitewater for 5 1/2 
miles. The road from the Savage 
River Dam to Bloomington parallels 
the river for most of the run. 


One of Maryland's largest, the 
Savage River Dam, is 1,050 feet long, 
rising 184 feet above the streambed. 
Stream flow from the dam is con- 
trolled by a concrete-lined tunnel _ 
10 feet in diameter and 170 feet long. — 


This was the site of the 1989 
Whitewater World Championships 
featuring participants from more 
than 20 countries around the world, 
the U.S. Canoe & Kayak Team Olympic 
Trials in May 1992, and will also host 
future international whitewater races. 


The Savage River Reservoir pro- 
vides excellent fishing year-round. 


SIMON PEARCE GLASS 
BLOWING—At the glass manufac- 
turing facility in Mountain Lake Park, 
visitors can observe glassblowers 
at work from an ideal vantage 
point—a catwalk viewing gallery 
above the factory floor. A unique 
ventilation system in the roof over 
the production area helps maintain 
a comfortable work environment, 
despite the intense heat from the 
glass furnace. The precision the craft 
requires is immediately apparent 
when one observes the glassblowing 
process. Creating in teams, they 
share the delicate tasks of hand 
blowing and hand finishing. The 
rough cross underneath each piece 
of glass, made by the pontil iron that 
holds it in place as it is finished, 
symbolizes the unique nature of. 
each piece. For that reason, the 
cross is left as the Simon Pearce 
trademark. (see display ad on page 127). 


SPRUCE FOREST ARTISAN 
VILLAGE—COriginal log cabins, as

and the dried wild root is so valued 
by the Chinese for medicinal pur- 
poses that it draws the astonishing 
price of over $100 a pound! 


STANTON’S MILL—One of the 
oldest grist mills in Garrett County, 
built in 1795 by Jesse Tomlinson. 
The mill was rebuilt in 1856 by Perry 
Schultz and deeded to William 
Stanton in 1862. Stanton’s son, Eli, 
operated the mill for 43 years. 


When Jesse Tomlinson built the 
grist mill in 1797, he took advantage 
of local geography. The Casselman 
River in this area makes a 1/2 mile 
“U” shaped loop, with the top of 
the “U” only several hundred yards 
wide. In the 1/2 mile distance, the 
river bottom drops about 20 feet, 
leaving a high bank at the lower 
end of the “U”. 


Tomlinson’s original plan was 
to harness the water from near-by 
Indian Spring Run. However, he soon 
realized that with a short extension 
of the mill race, he could tap into 
the water of the Casselman River at 
the upper end of the “U”. Then, by 
locating his grist mill on the high 
bank at the lower end of the loop, 
he could take advantage of the 20 
foot elevation drop to power the 
waterwheel at the mill. 


The result was that even with a 
low water level in the river during 
the summer months, there would 
still be adequate water for operating 
the mill. 


Today, a visitor to the Spruce 
Forest Artisan Village complex can 
still see the mill race as it runs under 
the old National Road, U.S. 40 and 
Interstate 68. 


Stanton’s Mill operated as an 
independent business until three 
years ago when it was purchased by 
the Spruce Forest Artisan Village 
group. At that time, it was the 
oldest, continuous operating busi- 
ness in Western Maryland. Present 
plans call for rejuvenation of the 
mill race, the water wheel and the 
turning of Stanton’s Mill into a 
museum.
